A REPLY TO READER GITTZUS 


Reader Gittzus, who is a noted teacher of 
the blind, and who has written this week, say- 
ing that the Town Crier is misleading, because it 
does not emphasize the need of class rooms, in- 
stead of discussing "true facts" of an unin- 
formed person who has quite a bit to say, is 
undoubtedly familiar with the adage of James 
Abram Garfield. 

In 1871, visiting.Williams College, where 
Marl. Hopkins was the president, he said: "Give 
me a log hut, with only a simple bench, Mark 
Hopkins on one end and I on the other, and you 
may have all the buildings, apparatus an! li- 
braries without end". 

In other words the main idea in education is 
to have an adequate teacher. We believe Mr. 
Gittzus will agree. 

The in-corner and under-the-table fight in 
Wilmington, on round schools versus convention- 
al schools, hasn't had much to say about the 
j teachers, who are admittedly important. 
| But Wilmington, a growing town, finds itself 
|in a position where it can afford good but not 
| too costly schools, if it is to have good tea- 
jehers, or costly schools and poor teachers. 
| The Town Crier prefers the first alternative 
and it is for that reason that it is for eco- 
nomy elsewhere.- 

The Glen Roaa school plans exposed by the 
|Town Crier in 1957 proposed to spend over 
| $800,000 of the tom's money, for one school. 

The round school, built by the Permanent 
| Building Committee, as a result of the exposure 
cost $406,000, and houses just as many children 
warmly and adequately, in buildings that are 
superior in many ways. 

The $400,000 that was saved is available for 


other purposes - building a new Town Hall, or a 


Library, or another school, or raising the sal- 
aries of good teachers. 
The town could have become all excited, but 
it didn't. It approached the problem in a calm 
deliberate manner, and appointed a Permanent 
Building Committee, to think out the answers. 
That Permanent Building Committee came up 
not only with an economical school for primar 
grades, but a schedule of building, 
make sure that there were no double sessions. 
| Eight schools were to be built in 10 years, 
the schedule being based on the rate of growth 
of the tow.

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Fortunately, at least in one respect, the 
town didn't grow quite as fast as was expected, 
and the town thus "saved" a year, in school 
construction.

Meanwhile the politicians have been having a 
hay-day, and have discharged a couple of fine 
men, merely because they want economy in school 
construction.

Dear Editor; 

Recent articles, editorials and 
letters in your paper concerning 
the problems of school buildings 
have been very misleading. A 
tremendous amount of comparing 
‘true facts’ has been written 
about round schools and con- 
ventional shaped schools, when 
in reality the buildings being dis- 
cussed are incomparable because 
there is practically nothing similar 
about them, The materials used, 
the size of the educational areas, 
the number of class rooms, etc, 
are different in each building, 

I am not writing because I re- 
present some local group but be- 
cause o f my great concern for 
the education of all youngsters in 
our country and particularly in 
Wilmington, It seems that our 
local ‘writers’ are ignoring these 
two points; (1) we need fifteen 
rooms for children September 1964 
(2) if we do not have these class- 
rooms some children will be on 
double sessions. To me its as 
clear as that, 

Much of the discussion has 
touched onother schools, therefore 
I would like to make some points 
that should be more carefully 
evaluated in reference to round 
schools. Remember two factors 
should be kept in mind; the stud- 
ent and future educational trends, 
I wonder where your facts wer 
obtained that indicate teaching fac- 
ilities ‘are just as good’ in a 
‘pie shaped’ classroom as in a 
rectangular classroom. Having 
taught in a ‘pie shaped’ chassroom 
I found all of the area could not 
retangular classroom, Having 
taught in a ‘ple shaped’ classroom 
I found al of the area could not 
be used efficiently, Isn’t this 
a waste of money? This type of 
classroom is also very inflexible, 

It is easy to believe that the 
Glen Road School and the Boutwell 
Street school have perhaps 12% § 
corridor space; they do seem tobe 
extremely narrow. I seriously 
question that it would be easier 
to give directionstoalarge number ‘ 
of children under excitement in a 
circular corridor than ina straight 
one if a disaster occured, 

Of course whould we not consider 
the effect on student and teacher 
a hard wooden sounding board 
ceiling may have? & Is also 
difficult to measure in dollars 
and cents the effect of light dis- 
tribution because of the shape of 
the classroom and the color of 
the ceiling, 

We need buildings that are for 
the teaching of children of the 
future -and I do not mean glass 
architects dreams, The day is 
gone when a teacher merely needs 
to know assign reading assign- 
ments Like it or not for a 
student to keep up with the amount 
of information, knowledge, etc. he ,| 
needs to get on in the world we 
must have flexible educational pro- 
grams, facilities, and methods. We 
will not be able to keep up with 
the rest of the if our 
Schools are built for teaching | 
methods of fifty years ago.
